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Unsafe levels of lead found in school drinking water

Unsafe levels of lead have been 
found in water coming from drinking 
fountains and cafeteria faucets in six of 
the town’s 10 schools, officials said. 

In some cases, the lead levels were 
eight times higher than what the state 
allows. To deal with the problem, 16 
drinking fountains in four schools were 
shut off and school cafeterias have been 
ordered to run faucets for 30 seconds 


before using water to prepare food. 

Town Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney said as long as the flushing order is 
carried out by schools, students will be 
safe until those faucets can be replaced. 
He said the Board of Health will ran- 
domly check schools to make sure staff 
are complying. 

“Tt is not an immediate health hazard 
as long as this flushing project works,” 
Penney said. “There is human error 


here. It’s about making sure it gets done 
every morning at every school.” 

Even limited exposure to lead can 
cause lowered IQ levels, reduced atten- 
tion span, hearing impairment and poor 
performance in the classroom, said offi- 
cials from the state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection. More extended 
exposure can cause brain damage. Chil- 
dren and pregnant women are particu- 
larly at risk

Because victims of sexual crimes are often 
scared to come forward, only a percentage of the 
incidents are reported. But not telling someone can 
have long-term effects on those victimized, Hesel 
tine said. He said police want to help the victims of 
sexual crimes and make sure they are all nght. He 
said that is the first priority, before taking legal 
action against the abuser. 

In Andover High School, flyers display the num- 
ber for a local sexual assault and rape crisis hotline. 
Since it is a confidential hotline, it is impossible to 
know how many high school students have used the 
service. But a survey done at the high school four 
years ago indicated a problem that the health 
department has been trying to rectify through edu- 
cation.

schools, Shawsheen School and 
Wood Hill Middle School met 
all compliance standards for safe 
water. 

The lead testing was the result 
of an “urgent warning” from the 
state’s Department of Environ- 
mental Protection in March as 
part of a continuing lead aware- 
ness program. 

While Piantedosi said the dis- 
trict is working as quickly as 
possible to replace cafeteria 
faucets, it has not found safe 
enough replacements. New 
faucets bought a few weeks ago 
produced water with even higher 
lead levels than the originals 
being replaced. 

“We haven't given up,” 
Piantedosi said. “Our goal is to 
get rid of them and have faucets 
that don’t leach lead into the 
water where food is prepared.” 

“T wouldn't say parents don’t 
need to worry,” said School 
Committee member Art Barber. 


Replacement faucets sought 


“It’s being addressed. It’s not an 
Andover situation, it’s a national 
situation.” 

Officials said by just running 
the tap for 30 seconds, the water 
becomes safer because the stale 
water in the system is flushed 
out and new unexposed water 
flows. Town Health Director 
Everett Penney said every resi- 
dent should flush their home 
faucets every morning by letting 
water run until it turns cold and 
for at least five seconds each 
time it is used after that. 

While older homes with lead 
solder in the internal plumbing 
are particularly problematic, 
newer faucets are also a prob- 
lem. Brass faucets are legally 
allowed to contain up to 8 per- 
cent lead, still affecting resi- 
dents’ drinking water. 

Some schools sent a letter 
home to parents on Tuesday 
addressing the school’s problem; 
others will send it by mail to 
arrive later in the week. 

There were no signs posted to 
warn the children of the water 


Primary colors dot state landscap 


The Massachusetts State Pri- 
mary will be held on Tuesday, 
Sept. 14, from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

The highest measurement 
found in all of the schools was 
.124 mg/L of lead found in a 
water fountain at the high 
school, well above the .015 
mg/L limit set by the state. 

This summer’s lead measure- 
ments are expected to be at their 
highest because of high tempera- 
tures, causing lead to dissolve 
faster, because of the stagnant 
water sitting in empty schools 
over the summer and because of 
the small sample, one-fourth the 
size of standard testing, that was 
used. 

“We did do extensive testing 
in the late 1980s and all prob- 
lems that showed up back then 
in schools were corrected,” 
Piantedosi said. “Because these 
tests were taken in the summer- 
time, they are not necessarily 
representing the amount of lead 
in the water that people are actu- 
ally consuming.”

The Andover High Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey from 
2000, created by the Center of 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga 
showed that 27 percent of stu 
dents said they had been phys! 
cally or sexually assaulted 

“We were alarmed,” said 
Dave Nichols, schools health 
director 

Since then, Nichols said 
mandatory health classes at the 
high school have been working 
on addressing the problem. Stu- 
dents are taught about waming 
signs and what to do if such cir- 
cumstances happen. Students 
are required to take health class 
es their freshman and junior 
years. A passing grade is needed 
to graduate. 

Nichols said school adminis- 
trators watched the numbers 
slowly decline during the past 
four years, and he believes arm- 
ing kids with education can help 
to prevent some incidents. Due 
to the cost, only about half of the 
students in the ninth and I 1th 
grades completed surveys last 
school year. One percent of 
ninth-graders and 3 percent ol 
| 1th graders said they have been 
physically or sexually assaulted. 

“We know that education 
works, although we can't 
change the world in every situa- 
tion. The numbers are low, and 
that’s a bit reassuring, but it’s 
not if it’s your child. When you 
break down percentages, it’s 
actual children,” Nichols said. 


Sex education: Andover High 

Marilyn Santagati, a health 
teacher at the high school for 
nine years, said the sexual edu- 
cation program is abstinence 
based. She said it is the hope of 
the administration to at least 
delay how quickly teenagers 
decide to become sexual active. 

“We are working against 
everything,” she said, mention- 
ing the sexual content on televi- 
sion shows among other aspects 
of society. 

Santagati said she would like 
to see teens enjoy their youth 
and stays kids longer. But that 
does not mean anything ts 
ignored or brushed under the 
rug 

“It’s real life. This can 
change everything about you,” 
she said. 

She said the health classes 
are extremely comprehensive 
and cover everything from date 
rape and sexual harassment to 
AIDS and other sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. 

“They may fall asleep with 
some other topics, but they stay 
awake for this,” she said. 


Sex education: middle schools 
While sex education is 
required at the high school, the 
level of education is different at 
two of the three middle schools. 
Doherty Middle School is the 
only middle school that no 
longer offers a full health pro- 
gram. Both Santagati and 
Nichols said it was Principal 
Floyd McManus’ decision to cut

are not posted online. 

Level-2 sex offenders are 
considered at a moderate level to 
recommit a crime. Andover has 
five level-2 sex offenders work- 
ing in town. There are 12 level-1 
sex offenders working or living 
in Andover. These are people 
classified as being a low nsk to 
recommitting a crime. 

Information about level-2 sex 
offenders is available at local 
police stations. Residents are 
required to sign a document stat- 
ing they do not intend to harm 
the sex offenders before they are 
given the information. Informa- 
tion on Level-1 sex offenders is 
strictly for police use. 

According to McDonald, 
Massachusetts was the last state 
to approve a sex offender reg- 
istry law, in 1996. He said the 
law was challenged numerous 
times, and then shut down by the 
Superior Court for a period of 
time. On June 28, 2001, the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court overturned the Superior 
Court decision and reinstated the 
law with new guidelines. 

Since 2001, the state has been 
working to classify sex offend- 
ers, but the process has created a 
backlog. 

McDonald said the goal is to 
have the remaining 500 or 600 
offenders classified by the end of 
the summer. But McDonald 
notes the list is not complete say- 
ing, “These are the sex offenders 
that we know about.” 

He said there are currently 
3,000 sex offenders incarcerated 
in the state who will also need to 
be classified upon their release.

REVERSE 911 UNWRAPPED 


Targets flood of breaks on River Road 


By Andrea Gregory 

For the first time, Andover 
police are using their “reverse 
911” capability, which allows 
police to call a neighborhood of 
homes and warn residents of a 
crime wave. 

Police decided to use the sys- 
tem because a Wednesday rob- 
ber has been knocking in front 
doors of River Road homes for 
the past two weeks. A number 
of cars also have been broken 
into in the same area. 

Police say 1,400 homes in the 
River Road area have been con- 
tacted by the system, which 
plays a recorded message. 

“This way, at least, they 
know something is happening 
here,” said Det. Mark Higgen- 
bottom, who is investigating the 
matter with Det. Bill Wallace 

“Neighbors being our eyes 
and ears is probably our most 
helpful tool right now,” said Lt. 
James Hashem. 


Police do not have a solid 
suspect, but acknowledge a pat- 
tern: the crimes tend to take 
place on Wednesdays. 

Last Wednesday, two River 
Road residents came home to 
find their front doors broken 
open and personal belongings 
taken. The week before, more 
houses had been hit on River 
Road. 

Jewelry, an electric guitar, a 
radio and four white bath towels 
are among the items reported 
stolen from the homes. 

There also have been a few 
unsuccessful house-break 
attempts in the area. Police say 
the thief tends to try the front 
door and, if that does not work, 
might try to force open the back 
door. The activity is taking place 
during normal work hours, and 
“there has been a concentration 
of it happening on Wednes- 
days,” said Hashem. But he 
warns that Wednesday is not the

Fingerprint evidence has

“Positive fingerprint evidence 
is not questioned in court 
because the physical evidence of 
fingerprints is so strong. Finger- 
prints and DNA are what gets 
used in the courts today — that’s 
how the big cases get solved,” 
Ricci said. “Fortunately, he 
(Burke) is one of the best 
around, and we have him. Other 
communities use him because he 
is So good at what he does.” 

In his early days, gathering 
fingerprint evidence required 
powder and brushes, but 
Andover has gone high-tech. 
The new $14 million safety cen- 
ter, which also houses the town’s 
central fire station, has given 
Burke some much-needed space 
on the second floor. He has an 
evidence laboratory and a dark 
room, while his office is on the 
first floor. Burke is also the

the results of their survey of Andover High students 


when Andover High School officials looked at 


four years ago. More than one-quarter of students 
said they had been physically or sexually assaulted. 
Since then, Andover High teachers have been target- 
ing the issue in their mandatory health classes. 

Teachers’ work seems to have paid off. In last 
year’s risk-assessment survey only | percent of 
ninth-grade students and 3 percent of juniors said 
they had been physically or sexually assaulted. (Stu- 
dents do not have health class during their sopho- 
more and senior years and do not fill out the survey.) 
That’s significantly lower than the statewide average, 
which shows 11 percent of all students being physi- 
cally or sexually assaulted. 

Assaults, and sexual assaults by youth on other 
youth, continue, of course, and the town must 
continue to target the problem and offer support to 
victims. But at least the town has found something 
that works to reduce abuse: education. 

Given the success of the health-education effort, 
keeping programs in place that warn kids about dan- 
gerous situations, and teach them how to recognize 
and avoid them, should remain a priority in all our 
schools.

“People love this now,” she said. “This is a soothing place and 
anyone is welcome to come down here.” 

Webster has even placed two chairs by the garden so people will 
feel more compelled to stop and enjoy her work. 

“It’s a beautiful surprise to see this waiting for you when you 
walk out of the fish store. I haven't been down here all summer,” 
said Stephanie Segall on her way out of Hometown Seafoods last 
week. 

Shaban Catalbas, of Shaban’s Tailor Shop in the building, said 
Webster's garden is so inviting, it inspired him to try something 
new. One hot summer day, while staring out his store window, he 
had a craving for ice cream. 

“T had never had ice cream before. I told my son to go get some 
ice cream,” said Catalbas. 

Then the tailor sat in one of the chairs Webster had placed by the 
garden and enjoyed his first licks of the popular treat. 

Catalbas helped Webster purchase some of the plants now grow- 
ing in the garden. 

Webster plans to keep the garden alive year round and has plans 
for the space during the fall and winter.

50 Years Ago - 1954 

The most devastating storm 
since the hurricane of 1938 hit 
Andover and other parts of New 
England. The storm uprooted 
hundreds of trees, snapped utili- 
ty poles, smashed plate-glass 
windows, cut off power and, for 
a long time, completely isolated 
the town from surrounding com- 
munities. The heavy tropical 
storm ravaged Andover for more 
than an hour. Telephone lines in 
Andover suffered severe dam- 
age, according to Manager 
Frank P. Desmond. A number of 
cables were broken off com- 
pletely. Among these were 
cables at Elm and Summer 
streets, Chestnut and Central 
streets, Main and Phillips 
streets, and on Route 28. 

Considerable loss was expe- 
rienced by those who had stocks 
of frozen foods in refrigerators 
and deep freezers. When the 
electric current was cut off, it 
wasn’t long before the food- 
stuffs had become soft and, in 
many cases, had to be disposed 
of. 

Although the fire alarm 
sounded from time to time as 
tree branches caused short-cir- 
cuits, there were no runs made 
by the fire department until after 
the storm had subsided. 

An alarm from box 563, 
Shawsheen Road and Lincoln 
Street, came in at 4:54 p.m. and 
sent fire apparatus to the home 
of William Sobel, 16 Beech Cir- 
cle, for what was found to be a 
needless run. Seems the Sobel 
family had retired to the garage 
to use an oil cook stove to pre- 
pare a hot supper in the absence 
of electrical current in the home. 
A neighbor saw the reflection 
from the garage and called the 
fire department. Firemen retired 
without interrupting the evening 
meal.

New traffic pattern near AHS

With a batch of new drivers at 
\ndover High School, police are 
encouraging students and others to 
take notice of the new no-parking 
signs on Moraine Street. 

Selectmen still need to approve 
Moraine Street as a no-parking 
area, but in the meantime the police 
decision is law, and tickets will be 

ssued, said Safety Officer Bob 
Cronin 

Moraine Street lies between the 
high school and its football stadi 
im, and there are seven homes on 

Playing fields are located across 
the street from the houses. From 
Red Spring Road, high school- 
bound drivers can access Andovei 
High’s parking lot by driving down 
Moraine Street. Moraine Street is 
also a shortcut from the high school 
to the fields and parking lots on 
Red Spring Road. 

Until this school year, it was not 
uncommon to see cars parked on 
the side of Moraine Street opposite 
the homes. Until this school year, 
that was legal. 

But residents’ complaints about 
the traffic convinced officials to instal] the no-park 
ing signs. More changes are in the works to 
address pedestrian safety and bus drop-offs on the 
residential road. 

Co-athletic Director Dave Nichols said he 
understands why Moraine Street residents have 
been upset with the traffic patterns and parking on 
their street. 

“T think we will make every effort to help these 
people out,” he said. “It’s not fair to those resi 
dents. It’s just not fair.” 

Nichols said the town 1s trying to put up signs 
that would prevent buses from dropping off ath 
letes at the gate on Moraine Street. 

In past years, cars have driven through the open 
gates and created a parking lot of sorts right on the 
grass near the fields. That could stop soon, if the 
town issues special permits that would only allow 
a select few vehicles to park on the green. 

“People will have to walk a little further, that’s 
all,” said Nichols. 

Cronin gave high school-bound drivers a “B- 
plus” on Tuesday, the first day of school. He said 
no tickets were issued to parking violators on 
Moraine Street. He checked the area six times dur- 
ing the day.

The offensive nucleus this fall consists

celebrates 75th anniversary

HILE THE YEAR 2004 MARKS THE 
75th anniversary of the Andover 
Choral Society, the oldest contin- 
uous performing organization of its kind in 
the Merrimack Valley, the true origins of 


this venerable institution date back some 


years earlier. 

Even as far back as 1882 concerts were 
being given by Andover musicians. In 1914, 
two concerts were given under the direction 
of Carl Pfatteicher, then director of music at 
Phillips Academy. In the fall Joseph Barn- 
by’s Rebekah was performed, followed by 
Haydn’s The Seasons in the spring. 

In 1915 Pfatteicher brought together all 
of the church choirs in the area to sing 
Dubois’ The Seven Last Words of Christ. 
This was symbolic of the increasing impor- 
tance of music in the Andover community. 

In 1926 the Square and Compass Glee 
Club, an informal group of local men clus- 
tering around a piano to sing Christmas car- 
ols, found such pleasure in the blend of their 
voices that they began to schedule regular 
meetings for the purpose of learning four- 
part classical repertoire. 

Soon reorganized as the Andover Male 
Choir, they were fortunate to have as their 
director Andover’s beloved master of music, 
John Everett Collins, known to many as 
“the music man.” The men began the 
rehearsal at 7:30; the women waited in the 
wings bearing brownies and were allowed 
to join the men at 8:15 to sing Messiah. 

The Andover Choral Society was born. 


Under “Uncle John,” as Collins was 
affectionately known, the chorus sang Mes- 
siah every December. The annual Messiah 
concert became a welcomed part of the 
Christmas celebration for large audiences. 
At the height of its popularity, the chorus 
numbered as many as 100 voices dedicated 
to singing great classical works under Mae- 
stro Collins. 

“Uncle John” Collins was a talented 
choral director who was also blessed with a 
fine singing voice, which he used in solo 
and ensemble work for 75 years. He was 
devoted to encouraging many in the Merri- 
mack Valley to know the pleasure of singing 
together. In 1983, in a gesture of apprecia- 
tion for his long and generous musical 
career, the town dedicated and named its 
Center for the Performing Arts at Andover 
High School after him. 

A number of musicians from “the 
Collins years” continue. They remember the 
joy they found in singing under Collins’ 
direction. Phillip and Peg LaTorre have 
been members of the group for 35 years, 
beginning at the time when Phil was a mem- 
ber of the Andover Male Choir and Peg 
brought the brownies. Peg says, “We 
remember being thrilled with ‘Uncle 
John’s’ wonderful, charismatic personality. 
Over the years the Andover Choral Society 
has given both of us the joy of sharing the 
excitement of singing great music in live 
performance in a community we dearly 
love.” 

1985 marked the end of an era, when J. 
Everett Collins passed the baton to George 


Redman, another talented musician. Begin- 
ning his singing career in the seventh grade 
in Andover under Collins’ direction, he con- 
tinued his musical studies at Phillips Acad- 
emy and graduated from Hamilton College 
with a bachelor of arts degree in music, later 
earning a master’s degree in choral conduct- 
ing from the University of Cincinnati Col- 
lege Conservatory of Music. 

During his four seasons with the 
Andover Choral Society, he continued the 
December tradition of Handel’s Messiah 
while introducing the group and its audi- 
ences to other classical works. His tenure 
culminated in a spectacular performance of 
Mendelssohn’s Elijah, after which he left 
the group to take up the position of music 
director at the Tilton School. 

In December 1984, as the Andover 
Choral Society was beginning its search for 
anew music director, the conducting duties 
for the annual Messiah performance were 
shared between Redman and Keith Gould, 
then director of music at Andover High 
School. Collins made a special appearance, 
conducting And the Glory of the Lord and 
the Halleluiah Chorus. 

It was at this concert, now in the newly- 
opened Collins Center, that a young tenor 
from Idaho by the name of Allen Combs 
made his New England debut. 

A few years later, on the departure of 
Redman, Combs was appointed music 
director, only the third person in the group’s 
history to hold this position. Combs 
received his education at the University of

“They are mature artists with 
recognized works and I’m honored 
to have them,” said Alpers 

Ahern, originally from Acton 
and now of Waltham, has earned 
the appreciation of the chairman of 
the National Endowment of Arts 
The chairman recently purchased 
two of Ahern’s works at a Mary 
land gallery where she shows 

Alpers said Ahern has a “no 
clutter approach” to her abstracts 
and semi-abstracts, and also has an 
affinity for layering, bringing much 
depth and texture to her work. 

“She has one oil, about 15 inch 
es by 15 inches, and it has 24 sepa 
rate layers,” Alpers said. “I find it 
attractive and it draws me in.” 

Koch, known in artistic circles 
for his connection to Edward Hop 
per, has been somewhat of a regu- 
lar at Hopper’s studio in South

times in the past 20 years 

“His Warmth of Spring is a 
farmhouse with a garage and a bas

A 
related circuit-board-making oper- 
ation will be sold to another man- 
ufacturer, which is not yet deter- 
mined. The cuts affect 130 full- 
time and 20 part-time employees. 
They will be encouraged to apply 
elsewhere in the ultrasound divi- 
sion, according to the company. 

Philips Medical Systems is a 
division of the Dutch conglomer- 
ate Royal Philips Electronics. The 
company has said in the past that 
the ultrasound division is a rough- 
ly $1 billion business. 

The Philips facility in Andover 
is located in Minuteman Park, off 
River Road in West Andover. 

Last month, Eisai Research 
Institute on Corporate Drive in 
West Andover, announced it will 
quadruple the size of its Andover 
research center, while closing a
